.peculation than the average American banker. 
One should not ask a German couple who have 
dropped In to see a quaint American househ'old If ' 
they knew Adolf Hitler. One should not Invite a 
French visitor to come by the house and prepare 
a six-course meal. This Insults the visitor by 
invoking Uie tired .old, stiereotype of the 
Frenchman as one who prefers food to frozen TV 
dinners.
